The  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board, 

No  difficulty  has  been  found  in  obtaining  admissions,  and  the 
transport  system  is  satisfactory, 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT, 


WATER  SUPPLIES, 

A  total  of  2,368  houses  with  a  population  of  8,201  is  supplied 
from  public  mains, 

2,212  dwellings  with  7*516  persons  are  dependent  on  well  water 
sup pile a.  Many  of  these  are  unfit  for  drinking. 

Piped  water  from  Cheltenham  and  Worcester  Corporations  augment 
the  local  main  supply. 

The  River  Severn  supply  for  Coventry  will,  it  is  hoped,  assist  in 
supplying  some  villages  now  using  well  water. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo-solvency  in  the  district. 

Approximately  twelve  houses  are  supplied  with  stand-pipes. 


A  scheme  for  a  supply  of  water  to  the  Parishes  of  -  Spetchley, 
Bredicot,  Broughton  Hackett,  Upton  Snodsbury,  Grafton  Flyford,  North 
Piddle,  Dormston,  Kington,  Flyford  Flavel,  Naunton  Beauchamp,  Abberton, 
Bishampton,  Throckmorton,  Hill  and  Moor,  Fladbury,  Cropthorne  and 
Charlton  has  begun.  It  is  estimated  that  upon  completion  about  3,000 
persons  will  have  access  to  piped  water.

SEWERAGE  AMD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL, 


Work  has  begun  on  the  Scheme  for  Eckington  village. 

A  new  scheme  for  the  Town  of  Pershore  is  in  preparation.  This 
is  very  necessary. 

The  Council  have  made  themselves  responsible  for  the  sewage  disposal 
of  100  houses  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply, 

Two  further  small  works  were  completed  during  the  year  - 

(a)  at  Littleworth,  Norton,  serving  50  houses,  and 

(b)  Oj  t  Hawbridge,  Stoulton,  serving  23  houses, 
making  a  total  of  23  such  completed  since,  the  War, 

HOUSING, 

During  1952,  the  Council  erected  61  houses,  making  a  total  of 
341  constructed  since  the  War,  24  were  built  privately. 

The  nissen  huts  occupied  by  thirteen  families  are  gradually 
being  demolished  as  houses  are  found. 

The  five  occupied  nissen  huts  which  formed  part  of  the  accommod¬ 
ation  on  the  Pershore  Racecourse  have  now  been  demolished  and  their 
occupants  re-housed. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  about  300  dwellings  in  the  district  are  in 
a  bad  state  of  repair,  forming  part  of  a  national  problem,  the  solution 
of  which  is  at  present  very  difficult, 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

In  addition  to  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  samples 
are  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector*  3  Staff  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  1928  -  38*  There  are  24  registered  premises  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  which  are  regularly  supervised. 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  this  area.

The  refuse  tip  at  Pershore  was  closed  during  the  year  and 
tipping  commenced  on  a  new  site  at  Drakes  Broughton, 

Delivery  of  a  new  12  cubic  yard  low  loader  refuse  vehicle  has 
been  taken  during  the  year, 

A  Contract  has  been  undertaken  with  the  Royal.  Engineers  for  the 
removal  of  refuse  twice-weekly  from  their  Camp  at  Norton  Barracks, 

A  tender  has  been  submitted  for  the  thrice-weekly  removal  of
